In spite of the Louisville Board of 
Public Safety’s promise to *lv© a pub¬ 
lic hearing to the complaints of the 
Mutual Protective Association that

Tho Conservation Speech. 


Spokane. Wash.. Sept. 28.—President 
>Taft delivered here to-day hi* long an¬ 
ticipated speech on the conservation ofl 
natural resources and outlined the pol 
icy of hia administration on this sub¬ 
ject. 

He took the stand that while the 
present administration Is pledged to 
follow out the policies of Mr. Roosevelt, 
such a pledge does not Involve him In 
any obligation to carry out these pol¬ 
icies without Congressional uuthorisa 
lion. The President added, however, 
that he would exert every Influence on 
Congress to enact legislation which 
shall best subserve the requirements of 
;ho situation. 

• • • 

Hearers Enthused. 

President Taft created much enthu¬ 
siasm when he announced that he 
would urge upon Congress the neces¬ 
sity of authorizing the Secretary of the 
Interior to Issue $10,000,000 bonds tor 
the completion of Irrigation projects in 
the West, upon which work has been 
suspended because of lack of funds and 
the discovery that the projectors. In 
their enthusiasm, did not closely ob¬ 
serve the limitations of the reclama¬ 
tion act. Hardships have been worked 
upon many settlers through the sus¬ 
pension of work. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, und other 
Western Senators and Repre>entatlve» 
have urged upon the President that a^ 
bond issue was the only way by which* 
Justice could be done. 

It was in Spokane a little while ago 
that the National Irrigation Congress 
met and the Ballinger-Pinchot contro 
versy aroeei Secretary* Ballinger was 
criticised by Former Gov. Pardee, of 
California, and others in tho congress 
for having recommended and secured 
the reopening for entry of lands con¬ 
taining water power sites which had 
been withdrawn by Mr Roosevelt. It 
was asserted that a ’ water pow'er 
trust” had been formed to take up all 
of these lands and that the strong 
conservation policy begun by Mr. Pin- 
chot, with the support of Mr Roose¬ 
velt. had practically been abandoned. 

• ♦ • 

Praises Both Hen. 


President Taft to-day gave credit 
both to Mr. Plnchot and to Mi Bol¬ 
linger. He referred to the wonderful 
work of Mr. Plnchot and saJd that 
while that work had brought denuncia¬ 
tion at first. It was now generally real¬ 
ized that the reforms inaugurated by 
Mr. Plnchot were not only necessary, 
but should have been begun ten years 
ago. 

The President defended the reopening 
of lands by the present ad min 1st ration 
a* a compliance w’lth existing laws and 
declared Mr. Ballingers view* are In 
strict accord with those of the admin¬ 
istration. und will aid In putting the 
Roosevelt policies of conservation on 
a firmer basis. 

President Taft dictated his* conser¬ 
vation speech on the train last night. 
He sat up till nearly l o'clock. He 
arose at 6 o’clock to-day to correct the 
manuscript, concerning which Ik? con¬ 
sulted freely with Secretary' Ballinger, 
who has been with the President since 
his arrival In Denver a week ago, and 
will continue os u member of the ptrty 
as far a* Seattle.

Sees Value of Irrigation. 


The long-awaited speech delivered by 
President Taft was given respectful at¬ 
tention. 

Mr. Taft said: 

1 am going to take tip to-day the sub¬ 
ject of the coo*erN*tlon of our natural 
resources. This h*a been given a very* 
wide scope, i don't propose to cover 
w bole ground to-day. I shall confine my 
alien lion lo those parts of the policy 
which sre certainly within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of ihe national Government, and es¬ 
pecially concerning the country west oi 
the Missouri River. .

The National Forest*. 


The national forests, aa reserved by 
executive order, contain about I87.ODO.OtW 
acre* of lands tn the United State* proper. 
All of this land I* now under the direct 
control of the Fore*try Bureau nnd l* 
being preserved fr«*m fire and from other 
destruction, and is being treated in ac¬ 
cordance with the best modern methods 
of treating forests under the super*lst*»n 
of Mr Finrhoi. the Chief Forester, ami 
the head of the Bureau of Forestry In 
the Deportment of Agriculture. 

It appears that the Government tlm 
ber land Is only about one-fourth the 
timber land owned by private Individual-, 
and only 3 per rent, of timber land owned 
by pr.vate individuals is properly looked 
after, according to modern methods of 
forestry. The destruction by fire of for¬ 
ests Is esf mated to be $6&,0W,W ft year 
It would seem, therefore. Imperative 
that the States should exercise their ju¬ 
risdiction over these forests to which I 
have referred nnd which are held by pri¬ 
vate individuals, and require some sys¬ 
tem of fire protection and the adoption of 
the best methods of forestry 
It would serin that the States have a 
right to do this because of the genera! 
Interest which the public has In the pras- 
ervatlon of th# forests

shotgun until he set fire to hla boat and 
then Jumped through a window Into the 
river in an attempt to destroy himself 
at an early hour this morning on the 
Tennessee River, about six mile* above 
Paducah.

Came FTom Indiana. 


Champion came with his family from 
Indiana, to hunt pearl*. He owned one 
of the finest boats ever seen In this sec¬ 
tion, it being valued at 21,000. About a 
month ago Champion’s wife died of a 
congestive chllL He has since suffered 
from malarial fever and & few days 
ago his children noticed that he acted 
strangely.

Became Raving Maniac. 


His condition continued to grow 
worse, and about 2:30 o’clock this 
morning he became a raving maniac 
and tried to kill his three children. 
Their screams attracted Henry Clay 
and Jool Fulton, riverraen. who suc¬ 
ceeded In rescuing Tessle, 12 years old. 
and Sherman. 15 years old. but no trace 
of John Champion. Jr., the eldest son. 
ha# been found, and It is feared that he 
was either killed or drowned.

Mr. Whitney was que*tloned regard¬ 
ing the statement* made to him by Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook In Greenland. He 
said Cook arrived at Annotok In April 
of this year and declared that he had 
reached the North,Pole u year before. 
He pledged Whitney, however, not to 
tell Commander Peary, who wa* to bo 
Informed only that Cook had gone 
further North t^an Peary's previous 
record. 87 degreeJi minutes. Contin¬ 
uing, Dr. Cook told Whitney that he 
had accomplJ*hed all he expected to 
do aiid more beside*, and that he was 
through with the Northern country. 

Whitney did not communicate the 
latter port of this statement to Com¬ 
mander Peary. Continuing, Mr. Whit¬ 
ney sold that Dr. Cook had complained 
to him of Peary'* taking over of his 
house ami store*, but declared that he 
had suffered no unfairness 
Peary'* steward, William Pritchard, 
wa* present when tl>e»e statements 
ware made. Like Mr. Whitney, ho wa* 
pledged to secrecy by Dr. Cook. Mur* 
•phy. Peary’s boatswain, who was In 
charge of the stores, was absent at 
Ktah on this day and did no: hoar Dr. 
Cook’* communication*. 

« • • 

Boatswain’s Instructions. 


There were two house* on the Green¬ 
land shore, one at Annotok, holding 
Conk’s store*, and another ot Ktah. 
holding Peary's store*. The three 
white men, Whitney. Murphy and 
Pritchard, sometimes occupied one and 
sometime* the other of these houses. 
Murphy wa* In . barge of both house*. 
He ,* not able to read or write. He 
had written instructions from Peary 
which Whitney, at Peary's request, 
read over to him from time to time. 

The-o Instruction* wen* very strin¬ 
gent They directed Mur 'iy to use 
Cook's store* first and Peary's after¬ 
ward* Murphy was told in them that 
he was to give Dr. Cook every help If 
he came along in a needy condition, 
and furthermore the Instructions im¬ 
plied that Murphy wa* to organize an 
expedition to search for Dr, Cook. I t 
according to Mr. Whitney this part of 
the Instructions w-a* worded very am¬ 
biguously. Mr. Whitney said th“t Cook 
hart a copy of the**- instruction* and 
would doubtless make thfm public 
Murphy treated Cook very civilly and 
l ook suffered no discourtesy. 

When Dr. Cook nnd his £*klmos ar¬ 
rived at tho house, they had no sledge. 
Bain'' too tired to drag it over the 
rough Ice they had left ft twenty miles 
from F.tah. Tho following day some 
other Eskimo* went out, recovered tho 
-ledge and brought It In. On it were 
Dr. Cook's instrument*, clothe* and 
food.

L C. MILLER. LOUISVILLE BAR¬ 
BER. ARRESTED IN PEORIA. 


Taken Into Custody On Information 
That Proved To Have Been a 
Mistake. 


Bloomington, Ill., Sept. 28.— 'Special.) 
—Living for ten months In Peoria, 
where he was married only two months 
ago, L. C. Miller, a barber, found hint- 
self under arrest to-day on a charge of 
grand larceny, from which accusation 
he believed he hnd been exonerated 
year* ago. The bride of the accused 
man !* in a severe nervous state a*

Surrounded by fifty-eight patrolmen 
and omoers to support their failing 
courage, a quorum of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety and the License Board quail¬ 
ed and backed away from the issue at 
the open meeting yesterday afternoon 
In the Council chamber granted by 
these two boards to the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Mutual Protective Asso¬ 
ciation. which asked and was granted 
permission to lay before the member* 
of the two boards Information relative 
to "blind tigers” and cite Instances of 
the violation of the Sunday-closing 
laws. The board members—Edwin B. 
Green, of go-the-llmlt fame; W. O, 
Munn and Judge Mc^ee—refused abso¬ 
lutely to allow any of the witnesses of 
the executive committee of the M P. A. 
to tell what they knew. The three men 
were not looking for information, but 
rather for an opportunity to trap any 
Democrats who might appear before 
them. 

Mr. Green allowed Judge MeGee and 
Mr Munn to do the talking. They ex¬ 
plained that no information could 
corre before them except In tho shape 
of sworn affidavits from the wltnesi 
of the M. P. A. Tb# member* of tho 
tw’\> board* tried'to slide from under 
any prosecutions on their part through 
the subterfuge of the affidavit. The 
affidavit wa* asked In order that the 
witnesses could be placed In the light 
of prosecutors and the two Republican 
boards could then say to the keepers of 
the vicious dives and the unlawful sa¬ 
loons: "These witnesses demanded that 
we prosecute. We hud to do It under 
the law.”

Mr Munn explained that 
the only reliable information that could 
be given the two boards would be in 
the shape of names -of witnesses ami 
addresses of saloons and "blind tigers.” 
Thut was Mr. Munn's definition of re¬ 
liable information. City Attorney Clay¬ 
ton B. Blukoy offered to take the affi¬ 
davits of the witnesses Judge McGee 
said the Board of Public Safety would 
make arrest s upon the affidavits of any 
witness. 

“I will then listen patiently to the 
cases.” said Judge McGee. But w hen It 
came to receiving Information upon 
which these paid authorities of the city 
could close up the notorious negro 
"blind tigers,” the substance of all the 
two board* had to say was: ’We will 
not allow anything except affidavits.” 

The room was packed to suffocation 
with police, whose attendance w-a* not 
explained. Inasmuch a* none of them 
was asked to testify to the purity of 
their beat*. There were fifty or more 
negro member* of th© colored Repub¬ 
lican "blind tiger” clubs In and about 
the room. The police were lined up In 
a heml-clrclc around the witnesses and 
their presence would have been very 
beneficial in Intimidating any n*gr«» 
witnesses which the M. P. A. might 
have sought to Introduce. If that had 
been their Intention. The entire central 
part of the city was left unprotected, 


There wa* no denial of the exist¬ 
ence of "blind tigers" at the meet¬ 
ing. One attempt after another on :h« 
part of Mr. Edwards to bring befor© 
the three Republicans evidence of thvee 
low tWve* wan blocked by a demand for 
affidavits. These two executive boards 
did not want Information In any shape 
except affidavits Brought out In that 
manner It would have made prosecutors 
■»f the witnesses, as explained by Me. 
Edward*. 

Mr. Edwards, acting for the M. P. A . 
offered to put nia Witnesses on the stand 
under oath.

Conn, who haa be<n in trouble be¬ 
fore with the police and is said to have 
served a term in the House of Correc¬ 
tion. w as T drinking In th® siloon dur¬ 
ing the evening He left before the 
other members of the party. 

Conn left about 10 o’clock. Half nn 
h<jur later a man wear.ng a mask, made 
fr>m tt black handkerchief, entered the 
salmon, leveling n revolver lie com¬ 
manded young Quinn, who was behind 
tho bar. tp hand over hls valuables 
Quinn started to comply when the rob- 
hor shot him in the abdomen and thwn 
allot Fay lor below the heart. Cassidy 
Rtnrted to run and was shot through 
hls leg He as found several blocks 
away by n night watchman. 

Faylor. although fatally wounded, ran 
from th*' place nnd renched hls home, 
nearly two miles away. He was re¬ 
moved to a hospital where he died to¬ 
day. Quinn dlicl shortly after hls re¬ 
moval to a hospital.

which the negro was unable to pay. 
Then Magistrate Hollis committed Me* 
Cage to tlie county jail to eerVi* four¬ 
teen days at $1 per day. 

Magistrate Hollis learned of the pri»- 
Optf’l relcuxv* and questioned John 
Monroe, a deputy Jailer of Jefferson 
county, and who is likewise a brother 
of Jailer Herman Monroe, regarding 
Me Cage’s release. Magistrate Hollis 
soy* he woo informed that Mr. Monroe 
hail been advised by an attorney that 
a prisoner couldn't be kept in Jail to 
serve time for costs.

Law Seems Very Plain. 


Section 1378. Kentucky Statute*, say* 
vert’ plainly: 

“Judgment Upon Verdict — When

SECRETARY DICKINSON TO RE- 
CEIVE MEXICAN EXECUTIVE. 


FULL AGREEMENT REACHED. 


Washington. Brt. 28.—When the long- 
heralded meeting# between Presidents 
Taft and Diaz of Mexico at HI Paso. 
Tex., and Juoxes. Mex., take place next 
month the Intervening territory will 
be for this occasion regarded as neutral 
territory and flags of neither nation 
Will be displayed. 

This understanding ha# been reached 
on the part of the two nations con¬ 
cerned a# the result of considerable 
correspondence. Th* region known as 
the “El Ch&mlsal” contains about 550 
acres. Ownership of It ls» In question 
because of the #hlftlng of the channel 
of the Rio Gravtde River, the Inter¬ 
national dividing line. 

On October 16 President Diaz will 
be welcomed In the name of President 
Taft at the entrance to El Paso When 
President Toft goes to Mexico he will 
be welcomed In the name of Presi¬ 
dent Diaz At the entrance of Juarez 
City.

Taft's Escort. 

President Taft # escort will consist of 
headquarters band and two squadrons 
of the Third United State# t'avalry. 
batterle# A. B an-i C, Third Field Ar¬ 
tillery, and the Ninth Infantry from 
Fort Sam Houston, all under command 
of Brig Gen Albert L Myer. command¬ 
ing the Department of Texas. 

On the morning of th* day sot for the 
meeting Mr. Dickinson. Secretary of 
War. accompanied by Brig. G-n. Myer 
Illf #t-ifr. two - t ir .i;s if cavalry 
t»nd three batteries of flold artillery, 
will proceed to the point where the 
President of Mexico* accompanied by 
an escort of twenty men. will enter 
th* United States. By agreement the 
escort will be limited' to twenty men 
while th* Executive# are crossing “El 
Chamlzal.”

Dickinson To Receive Diaz. 

The Secretary of Wur will act a# the 
personal representative of the Presi¬ 
dent of the United State# to receive 
President Diaz at the boundary. The 
Governor of Texas and hi# staff and 
th* Mayor of El Paso will accompany 
tho Secretary of War The Secretary 
of War will extend a welcome to Pres¬ 
ident Diaz in the name of the President. 
th»* Governor of Texa# In tho mun** of 
the Slat* and the Mayor of El Paso In 
the name of that city. A band will 
play the Mexican national air and the 
artillery will fire a salute of twenty* 
one guns. The Secretary of War will 
#11 In the carriage which will take Pres¬ 
ident Diaz to President Tuft. 

After a visit with President Tafi. 
during which refreshment# will be 
served. President Diaz will withdraw 
and return to Mexico, accompanied to 
tho boundary by the same escort and 
receiving the same salutes. 

To Batura Visit 


At noon of th* sAm* day President 
Taft will go to Juarez to repay Presi¬ 
dent Diaz’s visit. In crossing “El «*ham- 
izar th* President will b<* accompanied 
by an escort of twenty men. To the 
border the President will be escorted 
by the Ain*riean cavalry and artillery. 
Th* Governor of Texa# Will go with 
the President to the border. The Sec¬ 
retary of War and the Secretary of 
Commerce ami Labor will be In fol¬ 
lowing carriages. 

At tho. Mexican border the President 
will be welcomed by a personal rep¬ 
resentative of the President of M*?xl»*o. 
and will then proceed, surrounded by 
a Mexican escort, to th* building, where 
he will be received by President Dtax. 
The President and his party will then 
return to El Paso.

Thirty Projects Under Way. 


There are aotjie thirty projects wbldf 
have been entered upon by the Reclama¬ 
tion Bureau, and I believe that all of 
them are to be commended for their e\. 
erllent adaptation of the purpose for 
which they were erected and for th# speed 
with which the work has been done. 

It is believed, however, that In the 
planning of * number of these improve¬ 
ments tho enthusiasm of the projectors 
has eon-lt-d them to a point where they 
begin to feel embarrassed in the matter 
of resources with which to complete the 

f irojecta. and begin to show that th# strict 
Imitations of the reilamallon act were 
not closely observed by thooe engaged In 
executing them; that the projects were 
too many and more than could bo com¬ 
pleted in u reasonable tlm* after their 
beginning because of a lack of funds. 

The reclamation act provides for the ex¬ 
penditure* of funds made up bv the ##!•• 
of public land* and reimbursed from time 
to tlm** by th* installment to be puid by 
the settlers Who take up the irrigated 
Isnd. und also provides that no part of # 
project Is to be contracted f° r * n< 1 begun 
until the money for th# completion of 
that part of the project c«>ntracted for 
shall be In the reclamation fund.

Ten Millions Needed. 

Now. It apprars that It will take $!(»>*».- 
000 or more, which is not available tn the 
reclamation fund at present, fully to com¬ 
plete the projects, and It also nppears 
thnl a grrat number of persons, by rea- 
1*01 of the projects, hsv# been l**d Into 
making settlements, the expenditure of 
time and labor, with the hop** and upon 
tho reltunce that such reclamation er.ter- 
P»ie*-a would b# carried through In a rea¬ 
sonable time. 

I think that there Is no doubt that it 
wt»s the Intention of Congress that pro¬ 
jects should not h* multiplied In such 
a wav that they could not be completed 
within n reasonable time with the re¬ 
clamation funds provided by th* sale of 
public lands, and It pmbshly would have 
been wiser to lulh-re strictly to the limi¬ 
tation thus conet rued, even though the 
language of the act, by dividing up the 
projects into parts on terms, seemed to 

F ermli th»* beginning of more projects 
han there \vs- likely to bo money enough 
to complete within a reasonable lime. 

But something omit be done to relieve 
the present situation which is one of dis¬ 
appointed hop## to many «dtiers upon the

To Ask Congress For Relief.

Should Classify Lands. 

Never until now has adequate provision 
been made for « fussItlcatIon to show whnt 
arr inf.teral hinds and what are agricul¬ 
tural lands. With resped to forest Jtnds 
owned by the public, they should be #ur- 
veved und held b> the Government, under 
th* regulation of the Forestry Bureau 
permitting * sale of such timber as ahall 
b* necessary In the proper forest preser¬ 
vation A# to water-power sHe*. there 
ha* been such s change ;n conditions that 
a speolaJ provision should be made in the

Wo have reached a time now when the

The matte- has become so Important 
that under the last administration large 
tracts of land, amounting ro upward of 
four million acres, were temporarily with¬ 
drawn from s*.*t Dement In order to pre¬ 
vent the Acquisition of water-power sde . 
under the general land laws This amount 
haa boen reduced under the present ad- 
ministration bo 450.000 acres It should 
be understood that these withdrawal# are 
temnetrary. nnd can he Justified onlv a» 
having been made m order.to'permit Con- 
grera to legislate on Du* subject of water¬ 
power site*. 

I shall, therefore, urge upon Congress 
at its net* session the passage of a law 
authotizlng tie disposition of such water- 
power sites, upon t os in# to be agreed 
upon by the &*rretarv of the Interior 
with th* propored purchaser. My Impres¬ 
sion Is that th* demand for watrr power 
Is going to he * • great that these r*- 
strictk'ii# will not prevent the investment

HELP THAT HELPS 


Louisville is face to face with a serious municipal problem, that every large city must 
solve sooner or later. 

Scores of tenement houses in the congested districts are dilapidated, unsanitary and 
overcrowded, and a menace to health. 

The Louisville Tenement House Commission has investigated defective housing con¬ 
ditions and reported them as pitiful and alarming. 

The problem can be met with a comprehensive code of regulations for tenement* now 
in use and for those yet to be constructed. 

The Union Gospel Mission is planning to erect a mode! tenement house on Green 
street, between First and Brook. 

Apartments in the model tenement will be rented cheaply to poor families, helping them 
to help themselves to a better way of living. 

It will be an initial c-tep toward tenement house reform, which means the enhancement 
of property values and tine social and moral elevation of the less fortunate classes.

SHIPPING CRAFT SUFFERS 
FROM SOUTHERN STORM. 


Schooner Gen. Whiting Disabled ant 
Crew Almost Starves—Other 
Craft Damaged. 


New Orleans, !*a., Sept. 2s.—Further 
reports of the disabling and boachltig 
of schooners and other craft during the 
hurrlonne on the gulf continue to be re¬ 
ceived here, the latest intelligence com¬ 
ing from the Louisiana bar pilots, at 
the mouth of the Mississippi River. 

A message received from the pilots to. 
day stated that the schooner Oen. Whit¬ 
ing, out of Mexican ports for Pensa¬ 
cola. had been picked up In a helpless 
condition by the pilot boat Underwrit¬ 
er and towed to the quarantine sta¬ 
tion. The schooner was swept dean, 
the hurricane carrying nwav her mast* 
nnd rigging, and leaving her at the 
mercy of the waves. For days she 
floated helplessly on the gulf until her 
crew found themselves without either 
food or water. When picked up by the 
Underwriter they were in a pitiful con¬ 
dition. The Gen. Whiting carried a 
cargo of mahogany logs. 

The schooner Thomas Smith, bound 
from Vera Crus to Mobile. Is reported 
aground about forty miles northwest 
of Southwest Pass, badly battered and 
with all her rigging gone. Her cr^w 
told a story of grvjt hardships suffered 
as a result of the hurricane. 

A Norwegian bark, raid to be the 
Parkland*, is reported aground near 
Hay Adams and n tug has been sent to 
her assistance.

A Sweeping Ordinance. 

Rome (line ago It was announced “on 
the highest authority,** by the t'h.ca- 
go newspaper*, that the Illinois Central 
railroad would electrify Its lermlnul 
lints in that city. The announcement. 
It now appears, was not on “the high¬ 
est authority,'' or else some railroad of¬ 
ficial. who Imagined himself an author¬ 
ity. spoke without tho preliminary 
thinking which usually Is Indulged in 
by such official*. However that may 
be, Mr. J. T. Hornhnn. president of the 
Illinois Central, came out subsequently 
In a statement to the effect that there 
would be no electrification until the 
question wag submitted to the stock¬ 
holders of the road. He added that 
there could be no electrification without 
a cut In dividends, and he did not think 
the stocKholders would relish a cut In 
dividends. 

Mr. Haruhun undoubtedly Is a high 
authority In Illinois Central affairs. Hla 
statement was accepted virtually as an 
announcement that the Illinois Central 
was not going to electrify. This, of 
course, was a great disappointment to 
those papers and people who have been 
fighting for an abatement of the smoke 
nuisance. One of those disappointed 
was Alderman B \V. Snow. There was 
a Council meeting Monday night and 
Mr. Snow brought In an ordinance that 
has made the hair of every railroad 
president In Chicago stand on end. The 
Snow measure Is dei**rlbed In the Chi¬ 
cago paptrs ns the “most sweeping 
electrification ordinance ever offered to 
any municipality In the United States.’* 
Its principal provisions are as follows: 

“After January li 1IM2, every raHrood 
op*<*at!ng kn-'s within *4ght miles of the 
c«y hall shall employ electricity as mo¬ 
tive power. 

“Within one ycir af^r the g'*ing IWo 
effect of the ordinance every railroad tviw 
operating In the city shall submit to the 
Commissioner of Public Works plans and 
•p 'HfloAtion* fur operating Its trams by 
electricity. 

“Within fcx months after these plarw 
and spec l float tom* have been approved tho 
railroad* shall begin the actual work of 
eketrieflewtion and sl'-all continue that 
work with 'reasonable dll^ence.’ 

“After one year from tb-i going into 
effret of the ordinance no railroad which 
ha* not submitted and had app-oved the 
plans and specifloaikms referred to ahull 
be permitted to operate Its trains by any 
other poaor than eloutrlclty, 

“Any railroad violating any of the terms 
of the. ordinance shall be fined $3>» for 
each violation, and every day that any 
railroad ahall continue L» violate any of 
the provision* of the ordinance shall be 
regarded os a new and separate offena?.’* 

There Is a chorus of protests from 
railway authorities, who are declaring 
that the ordinance requires an impos¬ 
sibility and that they will take tho 
co^e to the courts If the Council pa&- s 
tho measure. Mr. Ha re him remarks 
with the pltUtUlve note of a man deeply 
grieved: “It seems to me the city 

might with greater dignity and better 
judgment have waited until our stock¬ 
holders had opportunity to act.” Tho 
ordinance teems likely to be adopted. 
Mayor Bussc Is said to favor It and the 
leading members of both branches of 
th«i Council have indorsed it.

No one Is more regularly the butb 
of ridicule nn^or.g the sophisticated and

the country' editor whose news columns 
are customarily filled with reports of 
the small events of a small community. 

In conversation. In comic weeklies, in 
comedies presented to amu*c metropoli¬ 
tan audiences, the country editor is 
derided for regarding as news the fact 
that Mr Smith or Mr Brown hus 
painted his barn, soft Miif riding hooe, 
killed his hogs or sold his crop of corn 
or tobacco. But In defense of the coun 
try editor, tt may be said that the ticope 
of his operations Is not wide. The 
financial support he rcceiva does not 
warrant him In filling his Journal with 
expensive article*, tind. finally, the 
community Is Interested In knowing 
who»<6 barn has been painted, whose 
horses have changed hands, whose 
crops have been sent to market. The 
city newspaper has Its reportorlal staff, 
Us special correspondents, Its tele¬ 
graphic news service, wherewith to fill 
Its space. It is a trite saying that In 
muking the modern city daily the prob¬ 
lem Is not that of tilting the columns, 
but of climttmtlng the least interesting 
of the available items. 

It is impossible to eliminate all minor 
items to give space to lengthier reports 
of events of world-wide, state-wide or 
city-wide interest. The rule under which 
the country newspaper reports the 
painting of a barn holds good in the 
local room of the lurgest metropolitan 
journal. The fact that Mrs. Jones, or 
Brown, Is tn, or out. of town, Is “news.” 
The personal column serves its purpose 
as a more or less complete record of 
tho goings and comings of persona 
whose goings and comings Interest their 
acquaintances and, to an extent, a 
wider circle of newspaper readers. But 
Is It possible that the reading public 
In a large American city is Interested 
to know that Mias Agnes MacDonugh 
is wearing a danca frock of pale blue 
chiffon made slightly empire. 

Descriptions of g*»wns worn at otil* 
cinl balls, or social events of Impor¬ 
tance ;tro 4t script»vc of the “brilliancy” 
of the “function,” to use the parlance 
of the personal column. Conceivably 
they might Interest a great many per¬ 
sons. As a matter of fact the experi¬ 
ence of publishers proves that they do. 
But is there—could there be—a half 
dozen readers of the press who fjol 
an interest in the cur and material of 
a dance frock added to the wardrobe 
of Miss Agnes MacDonogh? 

Every reader Is n constant and con¬ 
fident, though not always competent, 
critic of the press. There is no one 
who has a casual acquaintanceship 
with the headlines who hasn’t an opin¬ 
ion as to how the newspaper of Ids 
time, and country, could be improved. 
The press, arrogating to Itself the 
privilege of general criticism, cannot 
consistently complain when It Is the ob¬ 
ject of criticism. And, considering the 
faults aiyl fallings that are Inseparable 
from Journalism, the blast blown by 
one journal In the direction of another 
might well be tempered by u sense of 
niodest>\ If not or humor. Before the 
self-confident city dally pokes fun at 
the “rural^rooster’s” sense of news val¬ 
ues It might well “meditatg upon Its 
sins and self."

White House because there* were no extra 
sleeping rooms, was removed. To that 
extent a real reform was wrought, but 
the building that went up as a so-called 
office building was an abomination In the 
eyes of tho people.

Cheap Looking Place. 


It waa cheap looking all the way 
through. It coat but it didn't 

show It. It was of brick, painted white, 
or what was supposed to pass for white, 
better known aa mud colored. Th© Inside 
finish, floors, doors and mantels alike, 
was aoft wood. And the quarters were 
cramped and Illy arranged. It was better 
than what the President had had there¬ 
tofore. and Mr. Roosevelt, although dis¬ 
satisfied. let It go at that. President Taft 
was Just as much dissatisfied and he 
clinched one of the Roosevelt reform pol¬ 
icies by securing from Congreve an ad¬ 
ditional appropriation of fin.OOO for a re¬ 
construction of the building.

Carabao Upholstery. 

The new office building will be twice the 
sis© of the old. It remains at one-story 
height and constructed of brick. The 
entire transformed building will b© cov¬ 
ered with hard cement stucco and Is to 
b© painted white—real white—with enough 
coots of paint to have It match the shade 
of th© white House, which, also. Is re¬ 
ceiving a new coat of paint this year. Th© 
President’s room will be spacious, oval 
In shape, with a distance of forty ffcet 
at Its broadest turn The mantels will 
be of marble. The celling wifi be white 
and slightly domed The watts will be 
covered with a cloth-ilk© material sn 
eighth of an Inch In thickness and of rich 
red color. Th© floor will be of polished 
wood and all the chairs and couches will 
bo upholstered with the leather of the 
carabao, the water buffalo of the Philip¬ 
pines. 

To the oast of the President’s room will 
be th© Cabinet room, to its west tho room 
set aside for Sec rotary Carpenter. The 
room formerly occupied by the President 
will be fuml#h©d as a walling-room for 
members of Congress exclusively. The 
room formerly occupied by Secretary Car¬ 
penter will be transformed Into a wait¬ 
ing-room for the general public. The 
former Cabinet room will become a work¬ 
room for the clerical force. The old pub¬ 
lic waiting-room will b© used merely os a 
lobby. There will be a small portico 
directly In front of Mr Taft's office, fac¬ 
ing the Whit© House, so that he may go 
In privacy to and from the White House.

The Secretary's Room. 

During the absence of President Taft 
from Wasldngton It Is yet necessary to 
maintain a clerical force at th© White 
House Since th© work of reconstructing 
the office building hats begun the White 
House clerks have been working In the 
Whit© House proper. The i»uarter* as¬ 
signed to them there ar© anything but 
desirable They are situated In th# base¬ 
ment. being composed of the rooms uifd 
ss cloakrooms on the occasion of While 
House receptions. Since Secretary Car¬ 
penter's return to the city he has been 
compelled to dispose of his dally budget 
of work In a pi>orIy-liiumfnated and not 
overly well-ventilated apartment. The 
contractors ar© doing their brat there¬ 
fore to complete tho new office building 
aom© time Wforr President Tuft ts to 
return to th© cla In order that Mr. Car¬ 
penter and his Assistants may be more 
comfortably Installed It Is th© Intention 
to make th© place habitable Some time 
early In October. It will lie fully 
equipped by th© time Mr. TafL gets back.

NEW TOBACCO A SUCCESS. 

(Springfield, Mass., Republican.) 

A. H. Coe, of Southwlck. Is growing ex- 
perlmentaJly a tobacco leaf that 1* a crosa 
of Sumatra and Havana tobacco similar 
to the Halllday leaf. His product this 
year gives him great encouragement be¬ 
cause of the size and quality of the leaf. 
Mr. Coe. through Senator Crane, has se¬ 
cured the co-operation of the United 
States Lot mu of Plant Industry In his 
experiment!? Last year's crop, however, 
wiut destroyed by Jia.ll and their labors 
wer© waste^l. Last soring he managed to 
gain the Interest of the Massachusetts 
Board of Agriculture. The board co-op- 
©rated with Mr. Coe and the national bu¬ 
reau. and the new leaf was grown ex- 
pcrtmentaliy at three places. These were 
located on the farms of Cyrus Hubbard 
la Sundrrland. Thaddeus Graves. Jr., in 
Hadley and F. M. Arnold In Southwlck. 
one acre being devoted by each to the 
raising of the now leaf. 

Weather conditions this year, despite 
the early predictions, have been favor¬ 
able. and the venture has so far met 
with success. Mr Coo ha* kept up his 
experiment on his own estate In fiouth- 
wlek. and reports that the crop b© has 
raised la the best that h© has ever seen. 
The leaf grown, while It runs about 6n& 
pound* heavier than Havana leaf. Is not 
a© heavy a* the Halllday leaf, nnr are 
there a# many leaves, to a plant. The 
leaf itself, however, seems to meet the 
requirements of the experimenter and 
promises to be a success, it is broader 
than the Havana and is more durable and 
mor© ola»tlc, os well as presenting a bet¬ 
ter appearance The Havana leaf haM not 
met with much favor with the manu¬ 
facturers from the fact that owing to its! 
narrow shape but few wrappers can he 
rut from a leaf, while from the new leaf 
four tItn©* a* many can be cut, which, 
taken with tl © other advantage* already 
mentioned, should make it popular with 
them. Th© success of the new leaf, how¬ 
ever. all d«UM*nd» upon its reception by 
th© manufacturers, and their decision 1# 
bring waited with Interest. 

Mr Coe ho* harvested *«>m© 800 plant*, 
which are now in the process of curing 
nnd have nearly reached th© completion 
of that stage. A part of his crop was 
harvested according to the new method 
of picking the leaves a* th«& matured 
instead of picking the whole plant at a 
time. •* ha* been usually practiced. The 
Havana leaf ripens first at the bottom, so 
that uml©r the old condition* rone or 
the leave# when picked were overripe. 
As a remit they become musty am! 


BIG BEAR HAS SAME TROUBLE. 


A bear and a lion with a sore head hav# 
life misrranle for the keepers of 
th# Highland 1’ark Zoo. say* the JPltU- 
burg Leaner 

They bad th« toothache. Ju*t sdeh an 
ocl»e u.4 • human being finds unendurable. 

1 ‘ounie whs removed when 
Dr. N. Kec ten wold, city veterinary sur¬ 
geon. pulled the dU©a*t>d tooth from the 
Jaw of a mountain llou, amid it roar of 
mingled anger and pam that caused uli the 
other animal* to seek th# most remot# 
corner* of their cages. The operation on 
the bear will b© performed later, a M Die 
kerper* nnd the doctor found ono job 
qultr sufficient for a single day. 

The mcusslty o.' removing a tooth from 
*he Jaw of a wild animal without adminis¬ 
tering chloroform or other anesthetic pre¬ 
sented a problem which taxed the in¬ 
genuity of Ernest Treiow. tread keeper 
of the zoo. l>r. Kec terra aid was willing 
to perform the oper:-Dmi if the animal 
could be prnpery secuAd. but as the ani¬ 
mal is a fierce one to handle, the usual 
tnrtrtod of roping and tying u had to bo 
given up. 

Instead. Keeper Trelow constructed a 
W'ooden cage in a part of the llon'i cage 
about threo and a half feet square and 
seven f©et Jong. Th«» rear end Is mov¬ 
able and when the lion w>a* forced into 
this cage tho back was pulled toward the 
front on slide*, bringing the lion closer to 
the bars of the big cage, until he was 
finally pinned against Uu* bars and then 
held In position there by a dosen Iron 
bats which fitted into hulas In the mov¬ 
able back of the wooden cage. 

Growling and rourlng, and with his eyes 
flashing, the head of the Don was tjrad- 
ually forced back and upward and two 
Iron bars placed in hi# mouth as It dpened 
to it# wldeM to aJLw of th© free ©xlt of 
the terrlb.e growl* and roars that intim¬ 
idated th© other beasts and made tha 
spectators tremble.

Dr. Rectenwaid say# few efforts have 
bran made to remove tha teeth of wild 
animals and (hat of those which hare 
bran attempted not many have bran suc¬ 
cessful. principally becauae of tha ina¬ 
bility to hold tha animals while tha opera¬ 
tion ie being performed. 

Th© bmr which Is suffering with tha 
toothache t* a large polar bear, on© of tha

trouble is expected, for ha la a onrerful 
fellow, snd U I* feared noore difficulty 
will be experienced In getting him Into a 
P> isiMon wher© b© will ax once be harm¬ 
less and eery to handle.

^eara Hard bo Treat. 


The treatment of bears for any kind of 
ailment is difficult and it is for this rea¬ 
son that the operation on th© one at the 
Zoo was postponed until experience was 
had with the-Hon. Dr. Rectenwald eays 
It is impossible to operate on any portion 
of a bear which ha can afterward reach 
with hi* mouth, bdfause of the certainty 
that he will gnaw* away at the tore until 
he has eaten his own flesh and finally 
dies 

This he attribute# to the result of tast¬ 
ing th© blood which will flow from the 
wound. Another of th© bears at the xoo 
bos a growth on on© of Its ankle# similar 
to the enlargrmvnt on that of a horse, 
but ip this case. Dr. Rcrtcnwald says, he 
does not dare to operate, because to do 
so would mean the ultimate death of the 
antmgi. 

The operation on the lion was a per¬ 
fect success. Every precaution wa# taken 
to prevent the breaking of the jawbone, 
which would have bran disastrous be¬ 
cause of the Inability to treat it. It I* 
also necessary to clean*© th© jaw proper¬ 
ly after such an operation, and to do 
till* a “blow pipe” is usod. Th# medi¬ 
cine 1* placed Ih the pip© and aimed at 
tho place to be treated; the ojterator 
blow* Into the pip© and the* medicine Is 
shot into th© mouth of the unlmai. 

Recently Dr. Rectenwald had a narrow 
racHpe from serious Injury when treating 
the eye of ono of the bears In this man¬ 
ner. When the bear was caught In the 
right position, and tho medicine blown 
Into his eye. the animal used his good 
©ye to guide him and made a lunge for 
the dootor. which only fell short a frac¬ 
tion of an Inch In reaching his arm.

The Court of Appeal* to-day affirmed 
the oaae of John W. Bain. Treasurer, vs 
city of Lexington, on the neweroge bond 
question. The City Council ordered an 
election held on the question of voting 
bunds to the amount of $25,000 to ex¬ 
tend the main sewer system of the city 
The proposition carried by over a two- 
thirds vote, but the City Treasurer and 
Clerk refused to sign the bond* on the 
ground that the charter of second-class 
cities did not authorize such a vote. 
The court here says that while the char¬ 
ter docs not specifically authorize such 
thing, the Legislature would certain¬ 
ly not leave a city in a position where 
its sewers could not be extendtd when 
a large majority of the people voted 
to have them extended. The Judgment 
of the lower court is hffirmed and the 
Clerk and Treasurer will have to sign 
the bonds. 

The case of Mary Adams against the 
L. and N. railroad from Boone county 
tvas reversed for a new trial with di¬ 
rections to let the Jury pass on the 
questiou as to whether the company 
was negligent or not. Mrs. Adams, 
while sitting In a seat on a passenger 
tra.n was Injured, she claims, by a suit¬ 
case falling from the rack over h*r 
head and striking her on the held and 
shoulders The case belonged to anoth¬ 
er passenger and had been placed In the 
rack before Mrs. Adams entered the 
car. 

The case of Dr. Hobart Gatz against 
Dr. C. H. Harris, from Louisville, was 
reverted for a new trial. Oatx sued Har 
rls for damages for malicious prosecu 
tion. Harris having hail him arrested 
charged with disorderly conduct be¬ 
cause he (Gatz) had redressed a wound 
in Mrs. Mcrz after Harris had dressed 
the wound. The disorderly conduct 
charge was dismissed and Gstx sued for 
damages. The Dwer court gave a per¬ 
emptory instruction for defendant and 
the court here says the Jury should be 
allowed to pass on the question.

TARDY RECOGNITION 
FOR HEROIC DEED 


MEDAL AWARDED SECRETARY 
OF WAR DICKINSON. 


RECALLS GALLANT RESCUE OF 
DROWNING MAN. 


RECIPIENT MUCH SURPRISED. 


Washington, Sept. 28.—An almost 
forgotten Incident In which the pres¬ 
ent Secretary' of War. J. M. Dickin¬ 
son, heroically rescued James F. Joy, 
a Detroit lawyer, from the Detroit 
Hlver fourteen years ago, was recalled 
to-day when u hand some aolUt gold 
medal, suspended from a ribbon he’d 
In the beak of an American eagle, wa# 
presented to Mr Dickinson on behalf 
of the United States Government 

The medal, approved by* President 
Taft before his departure on hts trip- 
and commemorating the courage of th# 
War Secretary in saving the life of a 
fellow man. was presented by As^dst- 
ant Secretary’ of the Treasury Hiller*. 

"In testimony of heroic deedii in tar¬ 
ing lives." rend the Inscription on th# 
medal, which glso bore a laurel wreath 
held aloft by a woman. Touched d*»ep- 
ly by the unexpected recognition of hl» 
act, the Secrvtary of War with char¬ 
acteristic modesty merely said: 

”1 did not have much time to rou¬ 
nder what was best to be done w • 11 
Joy fell into the river, *nd if 1 bad 
I might have done whut Hip Van W* 1 - 
kle told his wife Oretchen he would 
do In case she fell into the water ’Go» 
home and think It over.*** 

He added that he did not know ho 
had done anything remarkable.

RAISING PEPPER. 


commerce. From the wune berry 
comos white pepper. This has long 
been a staple product of Borneo. Not 
many year* ago there were 30.000 Chi¬ 
ne*© in the province of Brunei alone, 
most of whom were engaged in the pro¬ 
duction of pepper, which was then sell¬ 
ing at 25 cents gold per pound. It is 
®o\v selling at about 7 cents per pound; 
consequently many of the pepper gar¬ 
dens have been abundoned and the 
production greatly lessened, though 
still in the hand* of the Chinese, the 
only people, perhaps, who have the la¬ 
borious patience needed to succeed In 
the culture of the plant, which requires 
great care, being subject to many ene¬ 
mies. 

Black pepper Is the entire fruit, white 
pepper Is the seed only. To prepare 
white pepper: Pick off the spikes of 
bcrrlch Just os they nr© turning red. 
loosen the berries from the ©talk, col¬ 
lect and llo them in bags and soak 
them in water eight or ten days; run¬ 
ning water In the open sunshine Is to 
te preferred, because the decomposi¬ 
tion of the hull on the pepper corn Is 
sooner accomplished; after the hulls 
ar© loosened the bug* or© emptied Into 
a tub and the pepper Is tramped by the 
feet until It Is thoroughly washed and 
divested of the skins, when It la spread 
out on mats and dried In tho sun. boxed 
nr hagg«*d and sent to market. 

For black pepper, {ticking Is made 
easier than for the white. It Is spread 
In the «un to dry; »* It dries the skin 
turns black; It Is then rubbed by It nnd 
to separate tbe seed from th© stalk, 

Sometimes the berries are boi!i*d fora 
short time and then dried. By boiling 
the skins are tightened nnd th© color 
made more uniform. 

As an Insecticide the Chinese garden¬ 
er mixes extract of tuba with tobacco 
in ©qua! part?, making it strong solu¬ 
tion. Nothing rrtbre effective has been 
found. The vines are sprayed one© a 
week for three weeks while the fruit Is 
forming. Aa is obvious, the expense 
nnd tabor of spraying is no arnall Item. 
A good gardener nnd two coolies can 
take car© of 1.000 vines. Coolie* In this 
business, ns In gll other in Borneo, arc 
Indoniured at $18 to $36 gold per year, 
with board and clothing.
